Due to some assess- 
ments being appealed, appeals to 
have certain property exempted and | 
certain subdivided land converted , 
back into acreage, a serious condition 
arose when these appeals were final- 
ly settled. 

The Town part of the district was 
reduced from $353,000 to $298,438 
and the Rural part of the distric.| 
from $278,447 to $185,611 making ay 
total reduction in assessment of $1b7, 
398 or $2,019.60 reduction of revenue 
on the old basis of 10 mills for Rural 
and 20 Mls for ‘Town. Separated, 
this amounts to a loss of $1,091.24 for 
Town and $928.36 for Rural, The po- 
sition created by this loss ‘indicated, 
that as there was a limit of 10 mills 


for the Rural part of the school dist-— 
ricl assessinent, the ‘Town part of 
the district would have to provide 


not only their own loss of $1,091.24 
but the additional $928.36 Rural. 

For many years it has been assum 
ed that the Rural part of the district 
was subject to a fixed mill rate but, 
so far as the Town was concerned 
there was no limit consequently, dui 
ing the years of high costs etc, all 
the increase of operating the schools | 
was placed upon the Town as indicat: | 
ed by a 10 Rural, 24 Town for 1931. 

For the purpose of assessment and 
taration tor school purposes, any 
part of the school district outside of 
the Town limit is deemed to be with- 
in the limits thereof and subject 
the Town Act. 

Town property is assessed on land 
and improvements but, unsubdivided 
farm lands are assessed on land only 
No farm buildings, farm improve 
ments, livestock or farm implements 
can be taxed for scool purposes. The 
Minister of Education has the sole | 
control of the Mill Rate on unsubdivid- ; 
ed farm lands but, when in his opin- 
ion, it is necessary to do so, he may 
authorize an increase. | 

On account of the changed — condi- | 
tions arising in the district due to the 
lowered assessments and loss of tax-_ 
able property, an increase in the mill) 
vate was authorized from 10 to 15 for! 
1933. 

A joint committee was appointed by 
te Council and School Board early in 
the year to make a thorough examin- 
ation of the financial operations of 
both bodies, and make recommenda- 
tions for economies. This was carried 
out under the Chairmanship of Mr D 
N Gardiner and consequently, the 
ratepayers can rest assured that the 
operating costs of the schools have 
been considerably reduced and as far 
as possible, consistent with reason- 
able standards that should be  main- 
tained. The Board -is still endeavor- 
ing to keep the expenditures down. 

The demand on the Town in 1930 
was for $10,500 and the amount rece- 
ived for 1988 was $6,900 a reduction 
of $3600 or 34.3 per cent. | 

Some of the ratepayers have asked | 
why, if the expenses of operating the, 
schools have been reduced by this | 
amount, the taxes are not down and | 
where has this money gone? 

A study of this question would indi- 
cate two answers. First, so long as the 
Rural rate was fixed at 10 mills, any 
reductions made would be taken off

The foregoing two words in these 
days of money shortage, form a very 
large basis for thinking and acting in 
the plans of every person either in

Unquestionably there is need for 
careful administration, but when 
economy reduces efficiency, then it is 
un unwise policy. In the forthcoming 
election there is to be a contest for 
schooltrustees and every voter should 
give this subject very careful consid- 
eration before marking his ballot, The 
staff of the Strathmore Schools is one 
of which the citizens are justly proud.

However, there. should be an improve- 
wient in this condition due to the 
consolidation of arrears of taxes. 

In closing, I would like to point out 
that ad there been no change in ass 
essments and all taxes paid, the sav- 
ings in school operation would — then 
have shown up in the form of reduc 
ed taxes accordingly.

Herewith is submitted a report on

Schools during the year 1933. 

School was open during the Spring 
Term 121 days and during the’ Fall
